"Among all the satisfactions that 
life may bring to us, there is none 
more important than the satisfaction 
of the mind, and in the satisfaction 
of the mind there is no substitute for 
good books.” said Miss Hazel Bletch- 
er, of the Lethbridge Library Staff in 
an address to the U.F.W.A. of Ray¬ 
mond at the meeting held June 4th. 
Miss Bletchor continued, "People may 
allow the reading of goo.l books to 
lapse into ‘a place of lesser import¬ 
ance for a short time, but it will al 
vays come back to its own place again 
and will never be seriously threaten¬ 
ed by any of the things that rometim 
es look like being substitutes; such as 
tfidio, theatre and so on." 

The speeaker paid tribute to An¬ 
drew Carnegie for his grants to lib¬ 
raries and library work, whereby 
thousands of libraries have b?en plac¬ 
ed throughout Great Britain and the 
United States. The library system of 
cooperation between towns, countries 
and the capitol making it possible for 
any person to obtain any book in 
which he might be of need. 

A report of the library conference 
held in Edmonton in December was 
given, also an explanation of the Prov 
incial Library Association. The chang 
es recently made in the library act 
were commented on and shown to be 
helpful, especially to small libraries. 
The town of Raymond was complim¬ 
ented on the splendid start made for 
a public library and Miss Bletcher clo 
sed by saying, "The library syrtem 
in the old country sounds like a glor¬ 
ious dream realized. Alberta of coursn, 
can hope for no such Utopia for s'Tie 
time to come but wo have a pretty 
clear field on which to build with ro 
old ruins to first tear down.

Ottawa, June 10—Taxing every 
single item of food, clothing,, or oth¬ 
er commodities imported into the 
country by a 1 p.c. excise tax, quad¬ 
rupling the sales tax which every con 
turner must eventually pay, re-estab¬ 
lishing the exorbitant Lire3 cent 
postage, increasing the tariff on over 
200 items—but halving the inc:me 
tax the very rich in Canada must 
pay, the Rt. Hon. R.B. Bennett brot 
down his budget in parliament last 
week. 

It was not a Poor Man’s budget. 
The poor man buys four to six times 
more commodities than the bachelor 
or man with a small family and ro 
the Sales Tax hits him hardest in 
proportion to his income. Right after 
the war the sales tax was high, but 
had been gradually reduced until last 
year it was one per cent, , with the 
probability, in fact virtually promise, 
that It would disappear tbis year. In¬ 
stead of that, it has been raissd to 
four per cent. 

The elimination of the three cent 
postage two years ago wan hailed 
with satisfaction throughout the cou¬ 
ntry; it is back again like a bad pen 
ny, the extra cent which must be af¬ 
fixed to every letter mailed in Canada. 
The daily newspapers which form sc 
Important a part of present day e:.- 
istcnce,, have been taxed by a fifty 
percent Increase in their postage 
cost Foreign magazines' are to be 
taxed 15 percent duty per lb. 

The Income Tax is unchanged in 
the lower registers, the exemption 
having been Increased from 63,000 to 
$3,500 but the middle income people 
have had their tqyxes increased while 
tnose WHO are really rlcti get off emy. 

The former Income Tax Schedule 
went up to 45 percent. The new sched 
ule stops at 25 percent. Nothing of 
course has been done about the w- 2 alt 
hy people who evade,taxes by holding 
among themselves about $825,000,000 
of tax free bonds. 

The nuiscance tax on/ checks has 
been expanded, and instead of small 
check up to $10 peirg exempt, they 
must carry a two cent stamp so that 
the householder with a small incline 
who must pay his little accounts in 
checks is taxed 2 cents Tor c vc’Jy 
check, the same amount as the wo alt 
hy individual who signs checks for 
hundreds and thousands. 

Tea, that daily comfort of the mass 


of the people was relieved of taxation 
formerly but will now be taxed from 
4 to 10 percent. Wines and other bev¬ 
erages of the rich are unchanged. 

Oranges, prunes, raisins, dates, figs 
and other imported fruits which ars 
essential to the poor man’s table, 
have been taxed still higher and used 
automobiles have been prohibited 
from.importation altogether. Furniture 
has also been put on the higher tariff 
list, and even the paper on the wall 
has not escaped. The House itself will 
cost more, there being tariff increases 
on building brick and stone. Clocks 
and watches, window glass and lam¬ 
inated glass are also higher. 

Even the wrapper on the figs, the 
orange boxes: in fact all containers 
are to be taxed at the same rate as 
the commodities they contain 

An unusual provision is made in *h« 
budget whereby the government will 
pay five cents per bushel on the cost 
if wheat shipped overseas. This money 
will be paid out of the national reven 
ue, including the taxes of those who 
do not ship wheat. The Alberta, Bask 
atchewan. British Columbia and Mar¬ 
itime coal fields are to be assis'.cd by 
hour ties on coal, and coke as well rs 
hign duties to keep out imported coal. 
A 13 percent tax is charged on insur¬ 
ance policies taken out in a company 
outside Canada, other than fife mar¬ 
ine end fraternal Insurance. 

The Budget speech was the long 
eat ever delivered »n the House, and 
included a lecture for the Oppostion 
which was blamed chiefly because 
when in power it had met the reque¬ 
sts of the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways for necessary monies. It was 
sc rided for action v.ith respec. to the 
Now Zealand treaty, possibly oscaus i 
it became known today that New Zenl 
and had wiped out the British pref¬ 
erence as applied to Canada. For a 
weeu ti e Opposition has been s-xdJe f 
for not shutting out New Zeala d 
butter and when New Zealand tnk's 
drastic action because it was s*v»t 
out the Opposition was blamc-l for 
that.
